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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 7-31 , 38-42 and 44-59 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is to Stewart (US 20020010741). Stewart teaches 
a collaboration system that allows for sharing of workflow information between 
collaboration participants. A collaboration server having stored thereon an enterprise 
workflow, a workflow server having stored thereon a participant workflow and an 
integration mechanism for allowing said enterprise workflow and said participant 
workflow to interact with one another. Applicant's arguments filed on November 28, 
2008 (Pages 9-1 1 in particular) are deemed to be persuasive and adequately reflect 
the Examiner's opinion as to why claims 1 7-31 , 38-42 and 44-59 are allowable over the 
prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

a. Kaestle et al (US 20030018701 ) discloses a computerized network 
structure for optimizing the efficiency of supply chain interaction and management. 

b. Johnston et al (An Emerging Vision of Internet-Enabled Supply Chain 
Electronic Commerce) discloses a supply chain management system including an 
intelligent gateway which allows flexible routing of electronic documents (See page 11). 

c. Yang et al (Interoperation Support for Electronic Business) discloses 
business service and workflow layers. The layers provide flexible transaction support for 
services such as funds transfer, payment, etc. 

d. Lambert et al (Issues in Supply Chain Management) discloses a 
framework for supply chain management.
